Harry Tracy Prove* too Slippery for 


Oregon Officers and Search. 


i& Abandoned. 


Probably no more remarkable man 


limit lias occurred in the history of 
the country than tliut which has been 
conducted in pursuit of Harry Severns, 
alias Tracy, who, during the forty 
days the ollicers were after him has 
killed six men and wounded several 
others, and at last eluded capture 
after the officers of the law have ex- 
pended S10.0UO in the hunt. 


It would seem that men horn or 


reared in Wood county are destined to 
become famous in one way or another, 
if not as lawmakers or politicians, 
then along the criminal line. 


Harry Sevcrns was born at Pitts- 


ville 29 years ago, and spent the first 
l>art of his life in that place, leaving 
the town when he was about 14 years 
of age. 
He was the oldest gYaridson 


of the late J. O. Seyerns and during 
his life in Pittsville one of his chief 
ambitions was to be considered 
a 


tough. 


While he succeeded in this to a cer- 


tain extent, nothing was ithought of 
him as a desperate 
character, he 


uerely being classed among: the rising 
generation of had boys that can be 
ingled out in almost any community. 
After leaving Pittsville he went 


north with his parents, who subse- 
liiently separated and his 
mother 


inarrieda man named Tracy, and it is 
supposed that from this the boy took 
.0 going by the name of Tracy. 


When he was about 1'J year's of age 


young Severns went west to grow up 
with the country and try his fortune 
among the bad men of the wild and 
woolly state of Oregon. 
It seems, 


lowevcr, that the people of Oregon 
were not as much impressed with his 
mportance as Sevenis had figured on, 
ind as a consequence he found himself 
n jail for some misdemeanor that he 
committed. 


Being unable to free himself from 


:he clutches of the law, lie wrote to 
lis grandfather, the late .f. (j. Sev- 
erns, at Pittsville and asked htm for 
help to get out of the scrape. The 
old man had liked his grandson very 
much and was in earlier days very 
anxious that he should amount to 
something, but upon hearing from 
young Severns lie wrote him refusing 
to aid him and stating that he was 
convinced that the boy was thoroughly 
bad and not worthy of any help. 
Later the family got a letter from 
Harry in which he seemed rejoiced 
that he had at last convinced, the old 
man that he was really a tough, the 
letter being- worded in anything but 
drawing room language. 


It seems that Harry continued in 


his desire to be tough and succeeded 
to such an extent that he was event- 
ually landed in the penitentiary at 
Salem, Oregon, for a long term. 


While here he succeeded in making 


his escape in company with a fellow 
prisoner named Merrill, and the two 
men together eluded capture for some 
time. Later Merrill's dead body was 
found and it is the supposition that he 
was murdered by Severns on account 
of having weakened and being afraid 
of capture. 
Rewards were offered by 


the authorities for the capture of Sey- 
erns and Merrill either dead or alive, 
but when the body of Merrill was de- 
livered to the authorities by a woman 
they refused to dough up. and as a 
consequence the hunt has been given 
up. 


During the time that Severns has 


been at libertv several hundred people 
have been engaged in the pursuit at 
different times. The newspaper stories 
of how he had been surrounded and 
had squeezed out of tight places read 
more like thc|!urid pages of a dime 
novel than anything else. On every 
occasion that lie has been seen he has 
succeeding in killing or wounding 
some of his pursuers until they had 
got to using the utmost precaution in 
closing in on him: so much, in fact, 
that when they had closed in they 
invariably found that he had made 
his escape. 


During the pursuit of the convict 


Tracy has been seen {in almost every 
town of any consequence in the west, 
and every farmer that was approached 
by a tramp and asked for a piece of 
bread or a drink of milk immediately 
held up his hands and delivered over 
anything that was wanted and re- 
ported that lie had been yisited by 
Tracy the convict. 


The 
chase 
of Severns 
has led 


through ten counties, sections of the 
country that are thinly settled and 
pretty generally rough and heavily 
timbered and now that the. organized 
pursuit of him has been dropped it is 
entirely unlikely that he will be cap- 
tured at all. 
However, as such men 


seldom or never reform, it is only a 
question of time when he will again 
fall into the clutches of the law.

Charles William Wasser, who has 


resided in Grind Rapids for the last 
19 years, died at his home in this city 
on Thursday last after an illness ex- 
tending over several months. 


Mr. Wasser was born in Hamburg,

He came to America when he was 
twelve years of age, living in Mil- 
waukee. 
While iu the Cream city 


he learned 
the blacksmith trade, at 


which he has worked ever since com- 
ing to this city, having been in the 
employ of J. F. Moore during the past 
15 years. 


On the 17th day of last April he 


was kicked by a horse and also stepped 
on by the animal at which time he 
sustained injuries from which he never 
recovered. 
Since the accident he 


has been confined to his bed con- 
tinuously and though the best medical 
aid was procured for him it seemed 
to be impossible to prolong his life, 
owing to internal injuries. 


He is survived by a wife and eight 


children, theybeing Mrs. Clara Ksycki 
of Chicago, Mrs. F.imna Lambertim- 
of Milwaukee, Mrs. Klla Larson of 
Chicago and Charles, Henry, Caro- 
line, Koss and William Wasser of this 
city. All of the children were present 
aMheir father's bedside at the time of 
his death. William Wasscr, a brother 
mid Jos. Kingcisen, a brother-in-law 
both of Chicago were present at the 
funeral. 


The funeral was held on Saturday 


afternoon at 2 o'clock from the M. K. 
church, the Rev. W. A.

The checks which were 
passed on all of the local dealers, all 
the meat market men, a number of 
dry goods and clothing stores and 
other busincrs houses, were all drawn 
up for the amount of S18. The forger

are the Wolf Shoe company, Herman 
Heckert Shoe company, J. Lungenberg 
Shoe company, John Martin, Voecks 
Brothers and J. Voge. Owing to the 
fact that the checks were taken in at 
night and not presented at the bank 
until the following morning, it is not 
thought likely that the crook will be 
captured by the police. He was a man 
of about six feet in height and as- 
sumed the appearance of a working 
man, wearing a working man's at- 
tire."

One of Wood Coumy'o Oldenl Set- 


ller». -Olher Iiemm ot Inter- 


est Kboul Town. 


J. O. Severns, one of the oldest 


residents of Pittsville and in factJWooil 
county, passed away on Saturday, 
after an illness of about three months, 
at the age of 77 years. 


Mr. Sevcrns 'had been ;t resident 


of 
Pittsville for about fifty years, 


having been one of the first pioneers 
who came into that 
country with 


nothing but his woodsman's ax and 
hewed himself a living out of the 
wilderness. 


Mr. Severns never had the advan- 


tage of a school education such as 
the boys ol today enjoy, but started 
out in life at the age "of twelve to 
earn his own living and by his own 
exertions became a good surveyor 
and 
woodsman, which vocation he 


followed his entire life. 


In the early days when Mr. Severns 


went lo Pittsville life was even more 
of a problem than it proved to those 
who located in this vicinity. What 
flour and provisions of that nature 
were used by settlers was to a large 
extent carried to its destination cither 
from this place or Necedah, which 
necessarily 
caused a great deal of 


hardship. 


About three months ago the de- 


ceased became affected with an ab- 
scess on the back of his neck which 
eventually, caused 
his death. 
The 


funeral was held on Monday under 
the auspices of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. 
Mr. Severns having been 


a veteran of the civil war.

Win*. In the former the new shoots, growth ol 
the current season, are aflev-U'd; in the latter 
the o'.ossoms and Iruit spurs are destroyed and 
commonly a portion of the adjoining maiu 
branches. 


The conditions that favor blight. A wet sea- 


sou favors blight; a dry season hinders it; a 
\eiy<lry season entirely checks It. 'rlie hlUbl 
microbe soon perishes when exposed to drying 
conditions. 
I'nforiunately, conditions that 


lavor growth ol tbe tiee favor blight. Heavy 
pruning during the dormant |>erk>d Induces a 
urong growth ol new wood and favors the 
development ot the blight germ. Trees, heavily 
manured with barn yard manure are apt to be. 
more adected than those not so well fed. 
Trees 


[hr,t are well cultivated often blight more than 
those growing in sod. 


How distributed, Hlossom blight Is undoubt- 


edly distributed by bees and other insects that 
collect honey and pollen. 
The blight germs 


SuU lodgment In the neetary where they multi- 
ply rapidly and are carried from tree to tree at 
blossoming time. The blight microbes are 
held together by n sticky substance and are not 
therefore readily disseminated by tbe win,!. 
In the case ol twig blight they presumably 
remain within the aliened tissues until set 
free by some agency that ruptures the bark 
The mode of infection In this form ol the disease 
is not well understood but presumably occurs 
through the agency of insects. Several species 
ol minute insects inhabit the terminal buds ol 
growing shoots. 


Remedies. As the blight o giinlsm worts 


«holiy in the inner tissues ol Ihe plant, It is 
not possible to control II by spraviiig. 
The 


only remedy, nt present known, Is lo remove 
and destroy, by burning, the affected twigs. 
As the blight does not, presumably, live over 
winter In the ground, it may be checked 11 not 
eradicated by this method. Usually the blight 
progresses most rapidly during the period ol 
most rapid growth ol the trees andgeneMlly 
stops at end ol growing season. At this lime 
there is usually a distinct line ol separation 
between the live and. dead wood. All parts 
below .this line are healthy and may be pre- 
served. In some cases, however, especially 
those Ibat appear late In the season, the line o! 
denmrkHtton Is not distinct and the Held ol 
Injury blends gradually with that ol uninjured 
bark. It Is probable that the bllglil is carried 
over winter by these cases as the germs are not 
susceptible to cold and receive sullldent mois- 
ture for their maintenance Irom the sap ol the 
tree. It is essential then to exercise great care 
in cutting to remove these cases ol "hold-over" 
blight. In removing blighted twigs It is advis- 
able to cut far enough back to insure the 
removal ol all affected tissues. The removal ol 
six inches of sound wood below the line ol sep 
aratlon is not too much. This work Isbes 
done In the tall belore the leaves have lallen as 
the blighted twigs may then be more readilj 
observed. The shears or other cutting instrn 
meuts should be dipped Irequently In an anti 
septic solution to guard against I mistering th 
disease to unaffected branches. A live, per een 
solution of formalin will answer the purpose 
A cloth moistened with this may be carried an 
used to wipe the shears. In the ease of bios 
som blight on old trees nothing of value can b 
done as the disease extends through the Iru 
spurs to the main branches. It does not lollo 
that such trees will be killed as the disease ma 
progress fur enough to girdle the main branche 
only affecting the portion adjoining the spur 
in which case recovery may be expected wi 
no further damage than the loss ol the fruit 
spurs.

EjjrptUn Arithmetic Fonnd. 


A book was unearthed In Egypt re- 


cently which shows th»t the Egyptians 
understood arithmetic over 3,800 yeari 
ago. It IB a volume evidently intend- 
ed for the teaching of puptl« at home. 
The leave* are of papyrus and are In 
an excellent Btate of preaervatlou. Ex- 
plorers estimate that the book van 
made about the year 1700 D. C., or be- 
fore the time Moses led the children 
of Israel out of the house of bondage. 
In the elementary principles of arith- 
metic the system disclosed Is not un- 
like that of to-day. 
Examples show 


that the main operations of the Egyp- 
tians -with entire units and fractions 
•were made by means of addition and 
multiplication. Subtraction 
and 
di- 


vision were not known in their pres- 
ent form, but correct results were ob- 
tained.

which It was 
equipped. 


Koine of these pipes took as much as 
SU(I feel, of lumber. 


The mountains far and near wore 


fairly scoured for dm pi-op,.,- |;jn,i ,,f 
pine, hundreds of loads of which were 
hauled by teams from a point nearly Hoy 
miles south of Suit Lake. 
It rciinired 


two months lo make a round trip. 


The workmen were' all pioneer set- 


tlers. The method of uniting die- worn! 
was unique, the closest joining being 
done by means of home-made glno, the 
making- of which consumed hundreds 
of cattle hides, while numberless calf- 
skins were used in making the bel- 
lows. 


Altogether ten years were consumed 


in die building. Since the time Unit it 
was first given to the public there havo 
been numerous additions and changes, 
until to-day It is recognized as one o£ 
the very best organs in the world, if, 
indeed, not ibo best: and the grand- 
est. 


A year ago a great many of the old 


pipes were lakcn out and thoroughly 
overhauled, and more lltnu -.1.000 new 
ones were added.

instrument, and any combination of 
tone desired can be distinctly brought 
out. 
Especially fine are the "siring" 


tones, the 
violin, viola gnniha, cello 


and bass; the clarinet, two oboes, bas- 
soon, elslit varieties of the Unto tones 
(each one true to its name), four pic- 
colo slops, four trumpets, tube trom- 
bone, saxaphone. clarion and the vox 
human:!, which is the pet of the organ 
and makes "human'1 tones t h a t deceive 
even the trained musician. 


In all, the organ contains .108 stops 


and accessories—live complete organs— 
viz.: solo, swell, .great, choir and pedal.

Probably no more remarkable man 


hunt has occurred in the history of 
the country than that which has been 
conducted in pursuit of Harry Seyerns, 
alias Tracy, who, during the forty 
days the officers were after him has 
killed six men and wounded several 
others, and at last eluded capture 
after the officers of the law have ex- 
pended 510,000 in the hunt. 


It would seem that men born or 


reared in Wood county are destined to 
become famous in one way or another, 
if not as lawmakers or politicians, 
then aloug the criminal line. 


Harry Seyeras was born at Pitts- 


ville 29 years ago, and spent the first 
part of his life in that place, leaving 
the town when he was about 14 years 
of age. He was the oldest gYandson 
of the late J. O. Seyerns and during 
his life in Pittsville one of his chief 
ambitions was to be considered a 
tough. 


While he succeeded in this to a cer- 


tain extent, nothing was jrhought of 
him as a desperate 
characte'r, he 


merely being classed among the rising 
generation of bad boys that can be , 
singled out in almost any community. I 


After leaving Pittsville he went 


north with his parents, who subse- 
quently separated and his mother 
married a man named Tracy, and it is 
supposed that from this the boy took 
o going by the name of Tracy. 


When he was about 19 years of age 


-ouag Severns went west to grow up 
with the country and try his fortune 
among the bad men of "the -.vild and 
woolly state of Oregon. It seems, 
however, that the people of Oregon 
were not as much Impressed with his 
importance as, Severns had figured on, 
and as a consequence he found himself 
in jail for some misdemeanor that he 
committed. 


^ Beicg unable to free himself from 
the clutches of the law. he wrote to 
his grandfather, the late J". O. Sev- 
eras, at Pittsville and asked him for 
help to get out of the scraoe. The 
old man had liked his arrandsoa very 
much and was ia earlier cays very 
anxious that he should amount to 
something, but upon heariag from 
young Severns he wrote him refusiag 


Death of Ctmrle» Wasver. 


Charles William Wasser, who has 


resided ia Grand Rapids for the last 
19 years, died at his home in this citv 
on Thursday last after an illness ex- 
tending over several months. 


Mr. Wasser was born iii Hamburg, 


Germany, 52 years ago last September- 
He came to America when he was 
twelve years of age, living in Mil- 
waukee. 
While in the Cream city 


he learned the blacksmith trade, as 
which he has worked ever since com- 
ing to this city, having been in the 
employ of J. F. Moore daring the past 
15 years. 


6a the 17th day of last April he 


was kicked by a horse and also stepped 
oa by the animal at which time he 
sustained in juries from which he never 
recovered. 
Since the accident he 


has been confined to his bed con- 
tinuously aad though the best medical 
aid was procured for him it seemed 
to be impossible to prolong his life, 
owing to internal injuries. 


He is survived by a wife und eight 


children, theybeiag Mrs. Clara Ksvcki 
of Chicago, Mrs. Emma Lambertine 
of Milwaukee. Mrs. Ella Larson of 
Chicago and Charles, Henry, Caro- 
line. Ross aad William Wasser of this 
city. All of the children were present

country with 


ihing but his woodsman's ax and 


liewed himself a living out of the 
wilderness. 


Mr. Severns never had the advan- 


tage of a school education such as 
the boys of today enjoy, but started 
out in life at the age'of twelve to 
earn h:s own living and by his own 
exertions became a good surveyor 
and woodsman, which vocation he 
followed his entire life. 


In the early days when Mr. Severns 


went to Pittsville life was even more 
of a problem than it proved to those 
who located in this vicinity.

Heavy 
onining during the dormant period induces a. 
strong growtfe of new wood and favors the 
devclODHientet the blight gena. Trees hesvily 
manured with bam yard maaore are apt to be 
more affected than taose nor so well fed. Trees 
jjsat are welicuUrraxd often blight more titan 
those ETOwins in sod- 
Eowdistnbated. Blossom bligbt is undoubt- 


edly distributed by bees and other insects that 
collect honey and pollen. The blight germs 
Sue lodgment to the nectary where they multi- 
ply rapidly and are carried from tree to tree at 
blossoming time- Tbe blight microbes are 
held together by a. sticky substance and are not 
therefore readily disseminated by the wind. 
In the case of twig blight they presumably 
remain within the, affected tissues until set 
free bv some agency that ruptures the bark. 
The mode o* infection in this form of the disease 
is cot «e!l understood bat presumably occurs 
through. Use agency of insects. Several species 
of minute insects inhabit the terminal buds of 
growing shoots. 


Eemedies. As the blight o gsnism works 


•wholly is the inner tissues of the plant, it is 
not possible 10 control it by sprav-ng. The 
only remedy, at present known, is to remove 
and destroy, by burning, the affected twigs. 
As tae blight does not, presumably, live over 
winter in the ground, it may be checked if not 
eradicated by this method. Usually the blight 
progresses mosi rapidly during the period of 
most rapid growth of the trees and generally 
stops at end of growing season. At this time 
there is usually a distinct line of separation 
between the live and dead wood. All parts 
below .this line are healthy and may be pre- 
served. In some cases, however, especially 
those that appear late in the season, the line of 
demarcation is not distinct and the field of 
injury blends gradually with that of uninjured 
toark. It is probable that the blight is carried 
over winter by these cases as the germs are not 
susceptible to cold and receive sufficient mois- 
ture for their maintenance from the sap of the 
tree- It is essential then to exercise grearcare 
is cutting to remove these cases of "hold-over1 
blight- In removing blighted twigs it is advis- 
able to cut far enongh back to Insure the 
removal of all affected tissues. The removal o! 
5-x inches of sound wood below the line of sep- 
aration is not too much. This work is best 
done in the fall before the leaves have fallen as 
the blighted twigs may then be more readily 
observed- The shears or other cutting iastni 
meats should be dipped frequently in an anti 
septic solution to guard against iransfering the 
disease to unaffected branches. A five per cen 
solution of formalin, -will answer the purpose 
A cloth moistened with this may be carried anu 
used to wipe the shears. In the case of bios 
som blight on old trees nothing of value can be 
done as the disease extends through tbe f nil 
spurs to the main branches. It does not follow 
that such trees will be killed as the disease ma; 
progress far enough to girdle the main branches 
only affecting the portion adjoining the spars 
in which case recovery way be expected with 
no further damage than the loss of the frui 
spars.
